He was speaking at the 
public meeting for a new 
“Community Improvement 
Plan for Seniors Housing" - 
a program that will allow the 
municipality to “incent pri- 

accommodation, and meet a 
key priority of council. 

The Municipal Act prevents 
municipalities from provid- 

ment, except in designated 
Community Improvement 
Plan Areas, where incentives 
can be used to drive change 
deemed to be “of public ben¬ 
efit." The proposal defines a 
Seniors Housing CIP area that 


coincides with the Bradford 
Urban Boundary, and offers 
the following incentives: 

• a grant equal to 50% of 
the development charges lev- 

• a Tax Increment Grant 
that would offset up to 50% of 
the increase in annual taxes 
resulting from development; 
developers could choose 
either the tax or DC grant but 
not both; 

• a grant to cover 50% of 


the cost of “cash in lieu of 
parkland." 

To be eligible, projects 
would have to deliver at least 
50 living units, provide on¬ 
site amenities - such as a 
common dining area, recrea¬ 
tional facilities, medical and 
personal care - and comply 
with Accessibility for Ontar¬ 
ians with Disabilities Act 
standards.

The building offers almost 
3.5 times the space, for the cul¬ 
tivation and processing of mar¬ 
ijuana, filling orders, providing 
customer service, administra- 


Med Releaf estimates that it will 
create 250 full-time jobs, when 
expansion is completed within 
12 to 24 months, and 100 part- 
time positions. 

“That building’s been empty 
for quite awhile,” said Council¬ 
lor Gary Baynes, expressing sup¬ 
port for a “growing industry." He 
pointed out that if BWG doesn't 
support the proposal, the com¬ 
pany will go elsewhere - taking 
its jobs with it 

“When it comes to jobs, this is 
definitely a bonus to our munic¬ 
ipality,” said Councillor Peter 
Dykie Jr., noting that the fed¬ 
eral government has set “some 
very strict guidelines,” regarding 
security and odor control.

BWG council has awarded a 
contract for construction of soc¬ 
cer pitches, bleachers, parking, 
trails, a recreational activity zone 
and picnic area on a portion of 
the nearly 100 acre Henderson 
Community Park, at 10 SR and 
Line 9. 

Three bids were submitted, 
and on April 19, council awarded 
the tender to low bidder Gate- 


man Millay Inc., in the amount 
of $6.71 million - bringing total 
cost to $7,577,537.98, including 
$75,812 for the original Master 
Plan Study by Dillon Consulting 
in 2014; $322,132 for the detailed 
design by Landscape Planning 
Inc.; construction, administration 
and contingencies, andHST. 

The total exceeds the origi¬ 
nal budgeted amount of $6.98 
million, and council approved 


an additional expenditure of 
$597,537. Funding will come 
from development charges 
(60.3%), the Municipal Asset 
Sale Reserve Fund, and Capital 
Expenditures Reserve. 

Construction willbegin “in the 
very near future - two to three 
weeks,” said Director of Commu¬ 
nity Services, Terry Foran, to be 
completed in 2017. The parkis 
expected to open in 2018.

21st C. solutions for 
19th C. problems? 


I he state of emergency at 
-L Attawapiskat has once again 
put a spotlight on the plight of remote 
First Nations communities - but 
let’s face it, we've been aware of the 
the 


as they venture into unfamiliar, and 
often frightening territory? 

People work from home and 
online all the time. Could courses 
and training be provided via the 
Internet, for students in remote 
areas? With training, could there be 


long-standing boil water advisories, 
the substandard and crowded housing 
that is a breeding ground for mold, 
health issues, abuse and despair. 

It has taken an epidemic of suicide 
attempts -101 since September, 13 
on a single weekend, 5 more April 15 
- to finally spark a demand for action. 

Unfortunately, we have short 
attention spans, here in the south. 
Even so, we now have more tools 
now than ever before, that could 
help find the answers. 

There are all kinds of low-cost 
clean-water solutions that have 
been developed for Third World 
countries where access to clean 
water is an issue. Would these 
solutions work here at home? 

We have the internet, and online 
apps that can provide instant 
connections. Couldn’t we connect 
every elementary school on a Reserve 
with its high school, providing First 
Nations kids with virtual tours of 
their future secondary schools and 
host cities, long before they leave the 
Reserve? Couldn’t we link Grade 8 
classes with high school teachers and 
students who could be mentors and 
partners, to welcome and guide them 


online job opportunities - in design, 
research? 

There is a critical need for improved 
access to health care, and especially 
mental health services. Could the 
internet and Telehealth help fill some of 
the gaps? What about a mental health 
hotline in Cree and other first Nations 
languages, staffed byfufiy-trained 
Aboriginal peoples? Could we involve 
the First Nations in their own solutions? 

There isaneedfora new model. 
Right now, the traditional ministry of 
Indian Affairs, or Aboriginal Affairs, 
and now Indigenous Peoples Affairs, 
grew out of 19th century colonialism. 
The bureaucracy is in place as much to 
enforce the rules as to assist the people, 
and swallows up a huge chunk of the 
funding set aside for First Nations. 

It’s time for a new model that gives 
First Nations people more say in 
their programs and governance, that 
ties health care, social services and 
education more closely to provincial 
standards while ensuring that 
the federal government provides 
adequate funding - and that makes 
sure that "adequate funding” is 
available now, when it’s needed, and 
not some time down the road.

The trunk watermain will be installed at the following 
locations: 

• County Road 27 from Highway 88 to Line 8;

"How do we share all that 
we've done?” said Green¬ 
street. “Our whole purpose, 
this whole night, is just to 
bring God’s Word... Applaud 
Him, brag about Him, praise 
God together." 

There were representatives of 
the churches - Bradford Alliance 
(now Green Valley Alliance), 


Bradford Community Church, 
Bradford Baptist Church, 
Springdale Christian Reformed 
Church - that played a key role 
in providing leadership and sup¬ 
port for CrossTrainers programs 
and Mercy House. 

Past Mayors Frankjonkman 
Sr. and Doug White were also

Greenstreet and LaRose to the 
developer who provided an 
8,000 sq. ft. home on Hwy. 88 
for use as Mercy House, for a 
fee of $1 per year, including 
hydro and taxes. 

Greenstreet traced the con¬ 
cept, from then-South Simcoe 
Deputy Chief ofPoliceAlChees- 
man identifying transitional 
housmgforwomen and children 
as a top need in the town, to an 
interdenominational meeting of 

church women who embraced 
the idea, to Jonkman asking “If I 
could getyouabighouse, could 
you use it for anything?” 

She also thanked the 
Springdale Christian Reformed 
Church and Lawrence de 
Peuter, who superintended 
the extensive renovations to 
the building - and the many 
donors who provided the 
funds, and furnishings. 

Mercy House has now 
closed - the home is being 
used to house a family of 12 
Syrian refugees, sponsored 
by BRIDG interdenomina¬ 
tional group - but CrossTrain¬ 
ers continues its work, includ- 

ship program for college-aged 
girls, training as leaders.
